Canadian Conference on Education to be held in Toronto in February 


1962, 


A similar conference, convened in Ottawa in 1958, recommended 


that another such gathering of educationists should meet within the 


succeeding few years.

The intention is rather to provide general information regarding the

Three thousand delegates (there were 850 in 1958) from sixty- 
two national sponsoring organizations (there were 26 in 1958) will 
take over Toronto's Royal York Hotel from February 19 = 23, 1962, 
The objectives to which the delegates will direct their individual 
and collective energies may be paraprased (from the C.C.E.°s 
Constitution) as follows:

as national studies and which will constitute the bases for discussion 
and resolution in February 1962, 


Associate Professor Harold Potter is representing Sir George's 
Association of University Teachers at a meeting to be held shortly to 
look into the feasibility of calling together, in November, the Quebec 
delegates to the Canadian Conference on Education, It is understood 
that no decision as yet has been reached as to what national studies 
either the C.A.U.T. or Sir George Association will devote their attention,

Athietic Program at Sir George 


For some time now we have wondered about the athletic parti- 
cipation of our students in the competitive program at Sir George, 
Taking care to avoid duplication, we accumulated the following statis- 
tics from available records, 


This year, by the time the schedules are through, 534 Day 
students will have competed in 193 games or matches in 15 different 
sports against the representatives of 30 different Canadian and 
American Universities and Colleges, The Athletic Department will 
have arranged for our teams and individuals to travel more than 10,000 
miles.to 21 different cities and towns, 


Eleven full-time members of the Faculty and the Administration 
are involved in the coaching, policy making, or supervising of the 
athletic program,and the Athletic Director interviews an average of 
seven students a day on a wide gamut of personal and physical activity 
problems, 


Far from being a weak sister in athletics, S.G.W. has 
captured Conference Championships in Golf, Soccer, Water Polo and is 
on the way to another Basketball title, The really sad fact is that 
none of our teams are operating at their potential due to lack of 
facilities, We are one of two Universities in Canada without a gym 
naSium, and the comparisons in other areas is staggering. 


“Project in Ethiopia" 


The World Service Committee of the University and Schools 
this year has accepted a specific project in Ethiopia, The project 
involves the training of leaders in physical education and the 
extension of program into two areas outside the capital, Addis Ababa, 


A graduate of Sir George, Al McCann will be associated with 
the project and a great deal of the work being done in Ethiopia is along 
educational lines with a mass education program; classes in such sub- 
jects as phychology, public speaking, electronics, radio repairs, etc. 


The students hope to raise $5,000 for the project.

GARNET KEY SOCIETY 


The Garnet Key Society, the student honour organization of the 
University, is a relatively young entity in the tradition of Sir George 
Williams University. This article will attempt to bring to your 
attention the history and nature of the society. 

First conceived at Sir George Williams University in 1956 by two 
fourth year students, Vic Roger and Dave Williams, an active body of 
fifteen members was selected early the next year, Prior to the 
selection of the first “Key”, the original plan was implemented with 
much assistance from the University Administration, Mr. Magnus Flynn 
and Mr, Stuart McEvoy. 


The first Key society to be formed was the Green Key at Dartmouth 
College in Hanover, N.H., in the early 1920's. The Key movement as a 
whole has since gone through many transitional stages, emerging in its 
present international form, The societies were originally formed for 
the purpose of welcoming and assisting visiting athletic teams, but 
soon developed into service bodies to act, at all times, as representa~ 
tives of the University. At Sir George, the purpose of the Key is 
“to provide a welcoming and ushering service for the University and 
its legally constituted entities; to orientate students to University 
life; and to provide general assistance to the University and its 
legally constituted entities if at all feasible and if in the interest 
of the University". 


Hospital Committee 


The Hospital Committee of the Garnet Key obtains from the adminis- 
trative staff and faculty of the University, a list of all registered 
students hospitalized or bed-ridden, with a view to the visiting of 
these students. The Key also supplies any students with books required 
or desired from the University library. 


Membership 


There are three types of membership in the Key: active membership, 
alumni membership, and honourary membership. All active members are 
appointed by a Selection Board, consisting of both student and faculty 
representatives, and is composed of not more than 25 voting members. 
Recently the Key voted to accept two Evening Undergraduates as. 
Honourary members and are studying the selection of Evening students 
for next year, 


Membership Qualifications 


To qualify for membership, a student must have obtained a minimum 
of 44 credits and must not have failed more than one full course in 
his previous academic year, The candidate must have attended the 
University for a full academic year, must be judged to be of good 
character and personality, and must have made some outstanding contri- 
bution to University life through his participation in student govern- 
ment, clubs, public actions, socials, athletics or any other special 
area of extracurricular endeavour, or through his scholastic achieve- 
ments, 


The Garnet Key has been prominent in many of the activities of 
the University. The first major project of the Key was in 1957 
when the original members welcomed newly arrived refygees from 
Hungary, Later on that year, the Key made a great impression upon 
the Deans and other representatives to the annual meeting of the 
Association of University Evening Colleges during the sessions held 
at Sir George Williams. 


Since its modest and successful beginning, the Key has been more 
active in all University activities with Key members on duty at 
Convocations, Teas, Special Services and, recently, at the opening of 
the new library. 


As a relatively young organization, the Garnet Key Society looks 
ahead in the future of the University and feels it will be called 
upon to play an important role in the cultural and extracurricular 
activities of the University. It hopes that the student body and 
the faculty will realize the importance of this Society in Sir George 
Williams University. The Key itself, will surely try to live up to 
its original purpose and aims - at all times,
